ferings abroad: The ſinfull negleA, of Duty ot feat of men in not 
pray ing for him in publict, Gofull . filence in nor-preaching ebſo- 
lurly zgainf the Ufurpets, too much at-leafipaſſive complyance 
with them, fitting down like I/acbar under the purden, and being 
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like Ephraim 2 Billy dove without y heart. For theſe, aud Snqws 
of the like Nature dane againſt the-Royal. authority; God ia his 
Juſtics and Wiſdome, broughs and keeped us long under a fad 
Copiivicy and bondage. And have not all the Land and ws a6. 
, carding unto the meaſure of our acceſhon more nor reaſon tg 
confeſs guiltineſa before Gad, Men and Angels, and ia Intreat 
earneſtly. for. metey therefore at the throne of Greco? And now 
fiace it hath pleaſed the Eternal Gad, by whom Kings Reign, to 
bring back our native King, and to ſeule him upon his Ro; al An- 
ceſtors throre, for which we ſhall deſire ro bleſs the Lord while 
we live. We congeive that upon this figgal Mergie God talu us to
